chief handicaps to efficient city gov- 
ernment, Jesse D. Burks, director 
of the newly organized Citizens’ Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research, said to- 
day in discussing purposes of the bu- 
reau. 

At election time, he added, many 
voters fix their attention upon plat- 
forms, declarations of candidates 
and pre-election promises, 
lowing the election apparently feel 
they have no further responsibility 
until the next election. 

(o-operation of citizens and offi- 
cials is vital, he declared, to effi- 
cient and economical conduct 
public business. ‘In order that a 
citizen may understand his city 
rovernment, and exactingly demand 
its proper administration, it is nec- 
that he be informed on facts 
and details of public affairs, just as 
it is necessary for an ofifce holder to 
know those facts to manage properly 
his department,’’ Burks said. fPro- 
viding these facts, he said, was the 
chief object of the bureau. 

Concerned With Results. 

He referred to the announcement 
of the bureau that it would concern 
itself with business methods and re- 
sults and not the office hol@er, as re- 
lated vesterday in the Post-Dispatch, 
declaring ‘best results in city gov- 
ernment are obtained from those in 
office and not from so-called reform 
candidates who are seeking office on 
promises of betterment. Govern- 
mental conditions are best when the 
public is well informed and thus 
able to judge; and when the office 
holder knows that he has the moral 
support, as well as the close obser- 
vation, of a well-informed public in 
any efforts at civic betterment.” 

Offices have been. opened by the 
bureau for Burks and a staff 
of accountants, engineers and in- 
vestigators is to be employed.

But father. never thinks 
any young man is quite good enougn 
for his daughter. Of course he takes 
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hiking, rowing or to dances with his 
daughter. He is proud to introduce 
“My daughter’ and willing to vo 
shabbr, if necessarr, to deck her. 

“Some fathers like to place their 
daughters tn a little circle and wats 
them spin round and round like a 
mechanical toy. They like to select 
a school for them, to select correct 
friends for them and help them play 
the game of life. But the daughter 
in my book strongly objected to this, 
and I am under the impression that 
there are many giris today who feel 
much the same about entering a pre- 
ecribed circle of friends.
